SILVER'S STAYING POWERS. 


Its Champious Uonsamed the Day in Up- 
holding It. 


Washington, September 12.—Senator Mitchell, 
of Oregon, occupied the attention of the sen- 
ate today for three hours in an elaborate argu- 
ment against the bill to repeal the purchasing 
culases of the Sherman act. Af- 
ter he got through there sprung 
up between Senators Teller, of Col- 
orada, and Hawley, of Connecticut, quite 
a spirited discussion into which finally Mr. 
Stewart entered. Then as the hour was late 
and the senators were weary of the day’s de- 
bate, a motion to proceed to #xecurive busi- 
ness was welcomed on all sides, and after a 
short executive session the senate at 5:15 
o'clock adjourned. 

At the opening of the session a tetier from 
the treasury departmnet in response to a reseo- 
iution inquiring as to the redemption of trena- 
ury notes in silver, ete., was presented and 
read. It states that $1,473,874 of tra@isury 
notes issued under the Sherman act have been 
redeemed in silver coin in Angust and Sep- 
tember, that $36,087,185 silver coinage had 
been. minted, with 4 gain or 
seigniorage coinage of $6,691,109: and 
that the remainder of the bullion 
purchased under the Sherman act liad not been 
coined because no further c@inage bad been 
necessary to fiver for the redemption of 


the notes in sijver. 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Stewart as to senators belng stockholders in 
national banks having been laid tefore the 
senate, Mr. Stewart offered to yield to Mr. 
Mitchell, of Oregon, who desired to address 
the senate on the repeal bill, aud his resolu- 
tion by upanimoug consent weut over- uutfil 
tomorrow. Mr. Kite. of California, gave 
notice that he would address the senate on 
the repeal bill next Tuesday. 

Mr. Mitchell on the BIH. 

The repeal D1l was then, at 12:20 o’clock, 
taken wp, and Mr. Mitcheli began bis address. 
He said that the fundamental problem to be 
solved was: “Are we to become a pation of 
monometallists, and if so, ‘whether gold or 
silver monometaliists?’”” It couid not be de- 
nied that the absolute demonetization of si)- 
ver, as Proposed by the unconditional repeal 
of the purchasing clause of tthe Sherman act 
of 1890, the perpetuation of the gold standard 
end the establishment of a poiicy that gold, 
and go:d ajone, shail be the sole medium of 
ultimate redemption, would be to comp-etely 
and absoluteiy overturn and destroy the poi- 
icy of the founders of the government upon 
that question and consign sijiver as a money 
metal to indefinite overtiwow. Is the senate 
prepared to abandon the poiley plainly out- 
fined in the constitution and avowed by every 
poiitheal party that lad existed sincé the 
foundation of the government? If it was pre- 
pared to do thai, Oponu what authorsy? By 
what command? Under ohose direction and 
by what inspiration? Had the people of any 
political party in any state convention de- 
«cared tn favor of the demonetization of the 
singie gold standard? No deciaration of any 
such policy conid be found in the p.atform of 
any political party. 

He dented that the Sherman act had been 
the cause of tlie panic. On the contrary, but 
for tthe fact that the Sherman act had in the 
past three years added to the circulating me- 
dimin about $151,000,000 of iegai tender treas- 
ury notes, the panic would have come quicker 
and ‘been more aggravated than it now vas.

‘A DUBLIN THE DARK 


Deputy Sheriffs Mistake Each Other for 
a Desperate Criminal, 


AND BLAZE AWAY AP SHOR? RANGE 


One Was Shot Down, but He Jump- 
ed Up and Returned the Fire, 


THEN THEY RELOADED TO RESUME 


In the Meantime the Man They Were Af- 
ter Was Making Good Time Through 
the Woodsand Is 8tillat Large: - 


Opelika, Ala., September 12.—(Special-) 
Two officers of the law, by a terrible mis- 
take, emptied the contents of two 4+ 
caliber Colt’s revolvers at each other at 
close range in a skirt of woods eight miles 
from Oplika, about 1 o'clock this morning. 

One of them was hit in the head. The 
bullet grazed his skull and inflicted a bad 
flesh wound. 

The men were friends and each a

The sheriff received a requisition from 
Governor Hogg for the man Monday, and 
yesterday Governor Jones sent a warrant 
for bis arrest. Summoning to hi§ assistance 
tivo deputies, Messrs. Foster Brown and 
Henry Gordon, the trio started at 11 o’clock 
for the place where the murderer was 
known to be. The trip was without inci- 
dent until the officers arrived within a few 
hundred yards of the house that concealed 
their man. Here they inquired of a farmer 
named Whatley if the party they wanted 
was at home, and received a negative re- 


y. 
This stop was a fatal error, and to it the 
murderer can attribute his freedom this 
inorning, and the sheriff attribute the loss 
of a rejvard of $500. 
The Farmer Followed, 

Mr. Whatley’s. curiosity was aroused, 
and he hastily dressed and went after the 
ofticers. 

He arrived a few minutes behind the offi- 
cers. 

Sheriff Gibson stationed his deputies 
near the window and front door of the 
room that contained their game, having 
first ascertained from the corner of the 
house that he was certainly there. 

Leaped Through a Window. 

Knowing that the prisoner was desperate 
and believing that he intended causing 
trouble, the sheriif thought, to surprise him 
While in bed and suddenly burst Open the 
door, only to see the man leap irom a 
window. Mr. Whatley happened to be 
close to the window the moment the leap 
for liberty was made. It was very dark 
and Whatley was imixtaken for the criminal 
by Deputy Brown, who commanded 
him to halt.

THEY GOT $19,000. 


Traiu Robbers on the Lake Shore Went for 
Big Game but Missed It. 

Chicago, September 12.—Twenty masked 
men held up & Lake Shore train, 120 miles 
from Chicago, near midnight, and after 
wounding the engineer blew open the safe 
in the express car and stole its contenta. 
The train was the one which drew out of 
the Twelfth street depot of the Illinois 
Central road, at 7:45 o’clock last evening. 
It reached Kendallville, a small station in 
Indiana, a little short of four hours later. 
It went past the town and had hardly gone 
a mile through a stretch of timber land 
when the engineer slowed up near a curve. 
As the engine went around a turn the en- 
gineer saw a red light ahead. When the 
train came to a stop a dozen men sprang 
into the cab, shot the engineer, seriously 
wounding him, and then blew open the ex- 
press car with dynamite and drilled open 
one of the safes, getting safely away with 
their booty, whatewer it was. OQ: that 
there is no certain information, onq all 
sorts of wild stories are afloat placiug the 
amount all the way from $30,000 to $250,- 
OU0. 

The car dynamited belonged to the 
United States Express Company, and Gen- 
eral Superintendent Crosby, of that com- 
pany, declared this afternoon that the totul 
loss by the robbery is way below $20,000. 
He says the robbers thought they were 
carrying away national bank notes but se- 
cured mostly papers worthless to them, and 
that they overlooked $15,000 of gold bul- 
lion. 

They Got a Lot of Papers. 

Mr. Crosby emphatically denied the re- 
ports that $25,000 had been taken. There 
Was not one-tenth of that amount on the 
whole train, he says. In the safe blown 
open was a sealed bag full of packages, 
done up about the size and shape of pack- 
ages of bank notes. These packages were 
marked $1,000, $2,000 and so on. These 
figures indicated the value that the pack- 
age was listed at, but practically they were 
worth nothing more than the paper they 
contained. Their contents consisted of 
settlements with agents, receipts for mon- 


eys, legal papers, etc., which can all be du-

New York bank could n@t be confirmed, the 
only fact lending any cmlence to the story 
being the recent rise inthe value of New 
York exchange. None @f the bank officials 
admitted having made s¥ch a shipment and 
the express company’s Ollicers denied that 
there was any such amaunt on the train.

The Tramp Witneys. 

A tramp, who was stealing a ride on the 
train and claims to have seen the whole 
occurrence, says there were at least twenty 
men in the gang and some of the trainmen 
put the number as high as twenty-five. The 
dynamite having wrecked only the express 
car, the robbers contented themselves with 
looting the saloon and made no effort to 
force an entrance to other cars. The pas- 
senger cars were not molested. When the 
robbers climbed on the engine Engineer 
Knapp had one hand on the throttle and 
he attempted to start the train. One of 
the desperadoes pushed a big revolver 
against his shoulder and fired. The bul- 
let passed through, tearing a hole in which 


a lead pencil could be laid. 


The noise caused by the crashing of the 
expréss door when the dynamite bomb was 
hurled was the first imtimation that 
the passengers had that the train was in 
the hands of robbers. There was a lively 
scramble among the passengers to crawl 
under seats and secret what valuables they 
had in sight, but their precautions were not 
necessary. 

Detectives on the Trail. 

Chicago, September 12.—The amount 
stolen by the train robbers is 
$19,400. Within two hours of the commis- 
sion of the crime Captain Byrne was on 
his way to the scene with the detachment 
detectives from his Buffalo district. The 
first trains out of Pittsburg, Cincinnati, To- 
ledo, Detroit, Indianapviis, Chicago and St. 
Louis carried squads of detectives in_ the 
employ of the United States Express Com- 
pany and the confederated companies. ‘The 
Lake Shore threw a foree of men on work 
from its Cleveland office so that in the opin- 
ion of Secretary Henry, that not less than 
one hundred detectives are already on the 
track of the robbers. He did not believe 
any gang of crooks could escape the force 
put after them. ‘The express company’s of- 
ficers are perfectly well satisfied that the 
robbery was committed by expert safe 
blowers, who know the use of dynamite 
and just how to get at the vulnerable spots 
in the safe. This. in their opinion, ought 
to make the chase more ¢ertain to end jn 
the capture of the robbers and recovery of 
the money than otherwise being the case. 

Detective Mollaney, chief of the secret 
service men of the Lake Shore, believes 
the robbers are concealed in the swamps 
of Northern Indiana, and has several 
sheriff's posses scouring the country on all 
sides of the scene of the robbery. 


They Left the Gold Bars. 


New York, September 12.—Mr. Wood, 
treasurer of the express company in this 
city, said: “We have just reegived from the 
vice president a stating showing that the 
logs to the company will n ceed $15,000. 
Two gold bara, valued at $1 , were not 
taken by the robbers.” 


AN ABSURD CONVENTION, 


Secret Societies and Boards of Trade [Madea 
Slim Showing. 

Washington, September 12.—(Special.)—The 
mational convention of boards of trade, which 
met here today to coerce the senate into an 
early repeai of the Sherman law, turned to- 
night into ‘what would have been a roaring 
farce if there had been audience enough pres- 
ent. The convention was expected to repre- 
sent 1,300 organizations. Oniy abvout seventy 
actualy had delegates present when the Tes- 
olution calling wpon the senate to act tmme- 
diately ‘was put -to a vote, fewer than a 
hundred persons, ail told, were in the hali. 
After once deciding to vote by division, !t 
‘was determined, apparently in order :o make 
menurbers. <A majority of the votes ‘were from 
a show of numbers, to vote by organization, 
each casting a number of votes in ratio to its 
Boston, New York and vicinity, and tfwo- 
thirds from towns within fifty miles of Atlan- 
tic tidewater. Half a dozen of the Boston ¢r- 
ganizations voted, one having twen_y-five 
votes and ten or twelve from New York. The 
Norfo.k Chamber of Commerce had two votes 
and the Norfoik real estate exchange one. 
Savannah, Richmond and Vicksburg were the 
only southern cities voting. When tao order 
of Cincinnati veted some outsider suggested 
aioud that the Eiks and Odd Feiiows ought 
to ‘be represented. It was the money cancers 
and tariff-supported manufacturers speaking, 
and is iikeiy to prove a boomerang.

TOOK HIS OWN LIFE 


Because He Failed toPass His First Year’ 
Examination. 

Washington, September 12.—Steele Kel- 
logg, aged twenty-one years, only son of 
Colonel Sanford Kellogg, of the United 
States army, who shot himself through the 
body at the family residence -jn this city, 
died from the effects at midnight last night. 
His motive is thought to have been grief Over 
his failure to pass his first year’s exami- 
nation at the naval academy, to which he 
was appointed by President Harfison as 
a cadet at large. After his retirement 
from Annapolis, the young man, still hav- 
ing a liking for the sea, hi8 father secured 
him a position on the Ohio, of the Ameri- 
can line, #& quartermaster.

Mr. Joel Chandler Harris Sets Colonel 
Bill Sterrett’s Mind at Rest. 


JUST A LOOKERON IN THE CAPITOL 


Not His Design to Reform Congress, 
However Much That Is Needed. 


A SQUND MONEY SCHEME PETERS OUT. 


The Interests of the People Have toStand 
Aside When the Banks Plead. 
Some Speeches Analyzed. 


Washington, September 12.—(Special Cor- 
respondence from the Gallery.)—I1 shail 
have to refer to the banks again. No 
doubt your readers think it is a tiresome 
subject. It certainly is not pleasant to me. 
I would much rather tell them of a ride in 
the cable and electric cars through George- 
town, and Tenalleytown, and out into the 
beautiful country beyond, where the river 
hills rise into mountains, and where the air 
is sweet and pure and pungent. 

But the truth of the matter is, the banks 
are the nub of the whole business here, 
and it seems to be pretty generally con- 
ceded, except by a few men who have small 
shares in shaping legislation, that what- 
ever the banks desire should promptly come 
to pass. There is no way in which I can 
convey to your readers even a faint im- 
pression of the comtempt which a powerful 
and prevailing element here has for the 
opinions of those who do not hasten to 
endorse without investigation or.discussion, 
the various pians that are put forward in 
the interest of the banks. It is curious to 
note what measures this prevailing element 
takes in order to register its contempt for 
those whose sympathies are with the peo- 
ple. One of these measures is the treat- 
ment accorded Peffer in the organs and in 
the buzz about the capitol. VPeffer is a 
populist, but he is made the target of at- 
tacks that are clearly intended for all who 
think that legislation ought to be in the 
interest of the people. For, although 
Peffer is a populist, a great many of the 
views he holds are rigidly democratic in 
their origin and intention, and it is those 
very democratic views that are lampooned 
and satirized. Consequentiy, it is no won- 
der to me that when a democratic senator 
rises to speak in behalf of the people, he 
should feel that all the batteries of met- 
ropolitan criticism are leveled at him, and 
that all the elements to which money gives 
power and position are opposed to him. 
Men who are vain are embarrasseh and 
those who are weak-kneed succumb... They 
are not bought or bribed. They simply 
surrender to a pressure that is more power- 
ful here today than it has ever been in the 
history of the republic. 

Money talks. It has. conversational 
powers of the highest order. Tied in the 
socks of the poor, or hid in the chinks of 
the chimney, or hid in an old coffee pot, 
it doesn’t amount to much. But put it in 
a vault, or in a great iron safe, and build 
over it a great structure, and at once-its 
voice becomes potent. The stentorian tones 
can be heard from New York to the capitol 
here, and it is said that on a still day, when 
the clamors of legislation have subsided, 
the famous echoing stones of the capitol 
give forth a jingling sound that it is im- 
possible to mistake. However true this 
may be, it is certain that when the intes 
ests of money plead for the right of way, 
the interests of the peope have to go to 
the wall, for money furnishes its own ar- 
guments and its own motive power. It 
controls the governments of Europe, and it 
controls this government to an extent that 
the people do not dream of. 

II. 

I was much interested in some little in- 
cidents that occurred in the senate yester- 
day. The senators from the silver states 
have been made the object of a good deal 
of criticism on the part of the organs of 
goldbuggery on account of their real or sup- 
posed interest in the silver mines. Sena- 
tor Stewart, particularly, has been held up 
to the seorn of the public because of his 
“selfish devotion” to silver. Yesterday the 
senator introduced a resolution providing 
for the appointment of:a committee to in- 
quire whether any senator awned any na- 
tional bank stock or was interested In any 
way in the profits of national banks. Stew- 
art went dn to explain his own position 
with regard te the silver mining interests, 
and said that inasmuch as the bill now be- 
fore the senate, permitting the national 
banks to issue notes to the face value of 
the bonds deposited. was in the nature of 
a donation of $20,000,000 or more to these 
institutions, he thought it well enough for 
an inquiry to be made whether any senator 
who proposed to vote on the question own- 
ed .any of the stock of the  na- 
tional banks or was interested in any 
way in the profits which they «re accumvlat- 
ing. These banks already have 9% per cent 
of their bond investments returned to them 
in the shape of currency, and now it is 
proposed to return their whole investment 
to them, still pay them interest «<n it, 
and permit them to collect additiOnal inter- 
est and make further profits out of the 
currency notes issued to them. 

Senator Flill, of New York, iumped to?! is 
feet and said he boped the reso'ntion would 
be voted down or referred to the finance 
committee, leaving the inference to be 
drawn that it would be better for the com- 
mittee to smother the resolution in the back 
room, rather than that the bloody work of 
dispatching it in front of the public. I sus- 
pect that the remarks of the New York 
senator were charged with satire. He 
said that the Stewart resolution was un- 
precedented. With the precedent once es- 
tablished it would be. possible, said Mr. 
Hill, to apply it to tariff legislation. He 
looked around and smiled as he made the 
remark, and his whole attitude was sug- 
gestive. The senators and tariff legislation! 
What a long avenue for thought’to parade 
in is opened up here. It is wrong for sen- 
ators from the silver states to look out for 
the interests of their constituents, but 
it is altogether right, and just, and beanti- 
ful, and good, for senators from the east. 
themselves millionaire manufacturers and 
owners of and stockholders in various pro- 
tected interests, to use their votes and in- 
fluence in perpetuating a tariff law that 
robs the poor for the benefit of the rich. 
The little episode that I have tried to de- 
scribe was rich in suggestion, 

Senator Stewart arose to respond to 
Mr. Hill, or to make some further explana- 
tion, but the close of the morning hour 
compelied him to vere his remarks. 
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the morning hour had expired, made an 
exhaustive analysis of the president's mes- 
sage, and showed that there was not a 
word in that document calculated to give 
the people of the party any reason to be- 
lieve that the administration would en- 
dorse Or approve any kind of legislation 
that looked even remotely in the direction 
of bimetallism. Senator Pugh strengthened 
his interpretation of the message by ¢x- 
tracts that can have but one 
meaning, and that us the meaning 
The Constitution gave to it the day after 
the message was printed. The whole theory 
of the message, and the claim of those 
who are trying to put the recommendations 
of the president in force is that there is 
money enough in the country, and more 
than enough, to serve all the needs of the 
people, and that all the trouble we have re- 
cently experienced is due to the efforts of 
those who favor the free coinage of sil- 
ver to secure legislation in behalf of the 
white metal. 

This is an old story, of course, but it 
has lost none of its interest. The blight and 
mildew that precede decay have not tar- 
nished it as yet. The sum ang substance of 
it is that $2.50 over and above the amount 
required by the banks to earry on their 
business is inflation of a dangerous and 
an alarming character. That is all there is 
of it. The New York Times says that it 
would be unsafe to issue any more trefs- 
ury notes, or money of any kind, but it 
hastens to put in a proviso explaining that 
the donation of $20,000,000 which congress 
is asked to make to the banks, is an ex- 
ceptionally safe experiment. One would 
suppose that the banks would need a great 
deal of money in their huckstering business 
about the capitol, but it seems that the do- 
nation of $20,000,000 will be ample. But 
when this donation is made, positively no 
more money will be needed to carry on 
the business of the country. Any kind 
of a dollar that is not good in Lombard 
street is not a sound dollar. The “corncrib” 
banks of the south are te be compelled to 
call in their certificates, the factories their 
dune bills. The people of the 
states are not to be alilowed to 
utilize their pronerty or their = credit 
except as the national banks and their 
agents here may w#irect. Any kind of 
money that doesn’t come through the banks 
and that doesn’t give them additional power 
and influence is unsound money. Every- 
thing is now on skates and the great to- 
boggan slide will begin as soon as a few 
vicious democratic senators can be got out 
of the way. 

TV. 

In order that nothing may be left undone 
to make the great moral exhibition of the 
money power successful, there is in session 
today (or about to go in session) the great 
North American sound money convention. 
It has been heralded for many weeks and 
some of the members have been stand- 
ing around jn the hotel corridors in a con- 
templative attitude since day before yester- 
day. ‘This convention (or what there is of 
it, for it has “practically petered out so 
far as members are concerned) 
up by. the New York board 
was intended to convince congress that the 
potency and power of public opinion were 
all in favor of the unconditional repeal of 
the Shermar law. This was down on the 
bills, but under cover of the convention 
scheme a pretty large gang of lobbyists 
has been imported here and for two or 
three days they have been buzzing around 
under the dome of the capitol and around 
the two houses. The convention itself is an 
insult to the honesty and. intelligence of 
the senate. There is not a congressman, 
no matter how feeble the motive power of 
his brain, but knows that the people of the 
country are in favor of carrying out the 
democratic platform to the- letter, in favor 
of the free coinage of silver and in favor 
of an American and not a European sys- 
tem of finance. 

The reason the people are not moving— 
the reason the people are not holding macs 
meetings and sending delegates to an anti- 
goldbug convention here—is because they 
believe that they are represented by the 
democratic majority. They are not clamor- 
ing or worrying because they believe the 
democratic party will carry out its plat- 
form—because they believe the men they 
have elected are under solemn obligations 
to protect their interests. In any event, 
the remedy of the people for any failure 
on the part of their delegates is not to be 
found in conventions at this time. 

This leads me to ask this question: How 
can parity between the democratic leaders 


and. the people be maintained if the plat: | 


form be demonetized and the leaders try, 
—as some of them are trying now—to re- 
deem their pledges in republican currency? 


Viewed in this light, the question of parity | 


is a very big one. . 

But I am not trying to reform anybody 
around here. Colonel William Sterrett 
was afraid J had come hither in that guise 
and so he made haste to tell me of a re 
former who came here some years ago. 
“Why, I'll tell you what's the fact,” said 
Sterrett, “I could go off and cry every time 
I think about that man. He was as nice a 
fellow as you ever saw. His collar wasn’t 
clean all the time, but he had a nice dispo- 
sition. He was tame—so tame you could 
play with him. But he was down on the 
corporations. He thought they were ruin- 
ing the country and the more he thought 
about it the madder he got. He was 
publishing a little one-horse paper in Ken- 
tucky and he hit the corporations some 
tremendous diffs every. week. He thought 
at first that he could scotch their motive 
power in this way, but he soon discovered 
that they were going right ahead with their 
evil and pernicious designs. So he folded 
up his Kentucky tent, sold his office stove 
and came to Washington. He said Ken- 
tucky was too far away. He wanted to 
come here where the tormorants ‘were 
hatched and kill them in their nest. 

“Well, sir.” continued Sterrett, “that 
fellow today would be willing for the cor- 
porations to turn the dome of the capitol 
into a roundhouse.. That’s the way he 
kilied "em. Ain't it so, boys?” 

And all the boys said it was so. But 
I am not a reformer—merely an observer.

year. And who, he asked, had ever heard of 
the congestion of a money famine being dis- 
pelled by a reductian of the money in circu.a- 
tion, while the country was demanding more 
cireuiating medium? Yet that was the svie 
recommendation that the president had made 
to congress. 

Mitchell devoted some time to showing that 
it would be impossible to secure international 
bimetallism and quoted from the speeches 
from the delegates from Great Britain to the 
Brussels conference to prove that England 
was wedded to the anid standard and was 
not willing to even discuss the question of 
bimetallism. 

After Mr. Mitchell had spoken for an hour 
and a half to a very small audience of sena- 
tors, the absence of a quorum was suggested 
by Mr. Stewart. 

A call of the roll allowed Mr. Mitchell a 
needed breathing space, and resulted in a 
gathering in of senators from committee 
rooms and cloak rooms until thirty-five of 
them answered to their names, and then Mr. 
Mitchell went on with his speech. He 
closed his argument at 3:20 o'clock, having 
held the floor for exactly three hours. 

Mr. Hawley Retorts. 


Mr. Hawley, republican, of Connecticut, de- 
clared himseif for the pending bill, first, last 
and always. But there was one general state- 
ment which had been iterated and reiterated 
until he was tired of it, and that was that 
there was somebody who believed in the total 
destruction of one-half of the currency of 
the world. His friend from Oregon had 
talked about the disappearance—the perma- 
nent disuse—of silver. There Was not a 
senator in the chamber who believed that. 
It was a terrible misstatement. It was a 
sophistical statement. It was a false etate- 
ment. Everybody knew that silver had been 
used these thousands of years with gold, and 
it would continue to be so used, and of that 
all senators were in favor. Everybody knew 
that, although Great Britain was the cham- 
pion monometallist nation, the people of 
that country earried more silver money in 
their pockets than the people of the United 
States did. all senators expect to cin- 
tinue the use of silver money, tiberally, as 
far as it could be done, without recognizing 
silver monometallism. They intended to 
continne the average amount of silver money. 

Mr. Mitchell—Do you think that legisiation 
in regard to silver is necessary in order to 
carry out these views? 

Mr. Hawlev—yYes. 

Mr. Mitchell—Then why do you want the 
Sherman law repealed? 

Mr. Hawley—I want it repealed. That is 
all. We started with a determination to re- 
penl it, but if you take to patching ir or to 
add devices or schemes to it, vou simply kill 
the proposition. That is all. If you want to 
do a hing, doit, and do nothing else. 

Mr. Hawley’s remarks broveht him Into 
controversy with Measasrs. Mitchell. Teller 
and Stewart. much of which was merely a 
personal dispute and was without result. 

Will Try to Fire Them Ont. 


An important conference of democratic sena- 
tors was held this afternoon upon the future 
of the silver debate. There were § present 
Messrs. Gorman, Voorhees, Faulkner, Gray 
and several of the other leaders of the senate 
and friends of the administration measure. 
The results of the meeting will probably man- 
ifest themselves in the senate tomorrow. The 
main point to which the senators are said 
to have addressed themselves was the possi- 
bility ef bringing the silver question to a 
vote. A canvass was made of the names 
of those who intended speaking on the sub- 
ject, and this disclosed the fact that the 
limit of legitimate debate would not be ex- 
hausted and possibly not until one or two 
days of the next week had been con- 
sumed. It was agreed that after that speech- 
making would be equivalent to fillbustering, 
and that every speech made would pe for 
the certain purpose of consuming time and 
postponing the day for final action. How to 
prevent this is the question senators desirous 
of securing a vote are seeking to answer. 
Cloture is impossible, for the most of the 
members of this conference said cloture had 
had no more chance of passing the senate 
than would a measure for the repudiation of 
the national debt. The mere attempt, it was 
argued, ‘would be hailed with delight by. those 
opposing repeal, because it world give them: 
an opportunity to talk on something elge, and 
thereby consume more time. The vote will 
be reached, if reached at all, by the test of 
physical endurance, and with that end in 
view the test will be made as soon as possible. 
Early next week a motion will be made, un- 
less it is made sooner, to take effect on a 
certain day, providing for night sessions, and 
these sessions will be made continuous so 
that a quorum of the senate will be required 
every hour in the twenty-four. In this way, 
coupled with the powerful influence of the 
business interests of the country now demand- 
ing repeal, the repealers think they can force 
the silver men to come to terms and consent to 
the taking of the vote. It looks very much 
as if this progamme would be inaugurated 
next week. 


Meddling with the House. 


The probable action of the house in taking 
up the bill for the repeal of the federal elec- | 
tion laws also came ip for its share of dis- 
cussion, and various opinions as the effeet of 
such action by the nouse was expressed. A 
division of sentiment as to this policy was 
manifested. Some of site comiuitter tacught 
it extremely unwise to plunge tLe hcrse into 
a bitter partisan discussion just at this time 
when the repblicans of the senate were work- 


ing with the democrats for the repeal of the 


law for which purpose the president aloae had 
called the congress together. ‘thers mct this 
line of argument “iin the siateacnt that 
Senators were not to be deterred from doing 
what they conceived to be their duty in this 
matter oy any agitation that might arise in 
the other body; still it was suggested by some 
that final action might at least be postponed 
arm came from it, and 
nothing would be lost by the democtacs tI'cm 
refraining in this maiter un-il afte the rc} eal 
of the Sherman act had peCcotbe Aan & ¢om- 
plished fact. On che other hand cuie:e were 
senators who urged that it was imperative 
for the good of the party that chis bill rpould

‘Ulas emily the existence, so far twa the state 
is concerned, of one of the oldest and most 
honorable military organizations of the 
state. In the latter fifties, while Atlanta 
was yet a village, this company was or- 
ganized by the flower of Atlanta’s chival- 
rous young men. When the war came on 
the Guard was among the first to march 
to battle, and right brave soldiers they 
made, 

After the war the survivors came back 
and helped to rebuild the destroyed city. 
Some of them are now living and hold 
honorary memberships in the company. 
The younger generation of Atlantians have 
perpetuated the life of this most excellent 
company and kept its reputation up to the 
high standard set by its organizers, 

The dissatisfaction among Atlanta milita- 
ly companies over the aid given the mby 
the sate is a familiar chapter of newspaper 
reading. Every company in the city and 
many others throughout the state shared 
in the feeling that the state was offering 
but poor encouragement to her military 
boys. 

Several months ago the enlistments of the 
Guard expired. The adjutant general mai)- 
ed the oftieers of the company blanks for 
re-enlistment and made them familiar with 
the law about the matter and the time 
xiven for returning the lists filled out. 

Mhe time for re-enlistmenit expired, and 
the following letter Was mailed to the 
egrernoe by 1Mutenant White:

A Meeting in Chicago to Discuss the 
Cotton Rates, 


RATES 10 AUGUSTA’S. EXPOSITION 


Other Railroad News Caught in‘tne Local 
Offices—-Gossip Among the Ratl- 
way Officiais Here and There. 


Some very interesting matters will come 
up before the meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the Southerg Railway and 
Steamship Association in Chicago on the 
15th instant. 

The meeting is called for the main pur- 
pose of agreeing to a schedule of rates on 
cotton this fall and winter. 

The board of arbitration of the associ- 
ation has been in session in New York 
for the past few days and has had under 
consideration the question whether there 
shall be an apportionment of the cotton bus- 
iness this seamaa agaong the roads compos 
ing the association. 

There promises to be an interesting meet- 
ing of the leading railroad men: of the 
south in Chicago, therefore, since so im- 
portant a question as this is to be discussed 
and finally settled. The cotton traffic will 
soon be on the railroads of the south in 
dead earnest and then will come better 
times to the southern lines. The question 
of export rates and long distance hauls 
will be fully discussed by the railroad men 
who form the executive committee of the 
association and whatever the decision of 
the arbitrators at their meeting in New 
York may be the cotton question just now 
js the leading question with the railroads 
of the south. 

Commissioner Stahlman, of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association, left 
te gga for the Chicago meeting. Mr. 
“ope, secretary of the committee will leave 
this morning. 

Nearly all of the railroad presidents of 
the south will be at the meeting, it being 
considered one of the most fuiportint meet- 
ings they will have to attend this winter. 

t is said that there will be a falling off 
in the cotton traflic this winter. Recent 
reports from the government and state offi- 
cials tend to show that the acreage ie off 
and that the weather has not been favor- 
able throughout the south for the full de 
velopment of the cotton crop. 

The crop will not be as large as was 
thought earlier in the summer, 

More than this, the idea is advanced by 
soine that the mills of the south will con- 
sume more this season than ever before 
and for this reason the long distance ane | 
ments will be cut down considerably. t 
is said that the southern mills are in bet- 
ter shape this fall than ever before in com- 
parison with those of the: north, many of 
which have suffered during the disturbances 
of the summer. 

Let this be as it may, however, the cot- 
ton traffic will greatly increase the freight 
business of all the southern lines just at 
this time and the roads are making every 
arrangement to handle it, as the railroad 
people say, “jam up.” 

Ahe augusta Exposition, 

A circular was issued by the Southern 
Passenger Association yesterday of great in- 
temst to the people of this region of the 
south and particularly to the promoters ol 
the Augusta expusition. 

Four cents per mile one way for the round 
trip from poimts within a radious of 200 
miles is the rate allowed. ‘The tickets will 
be good for ten days and will be placed on 
sale October 16th and continue on sale 
until Novembes 10th inclusive, with a 
— limit of ten day# from the date of 
sale. 

‘he circular gives announcement of the 
further special day rates to the Augusta 
ompociGnn 

‘rom points more than two hundred miles 
distant from Augusta, 4 cents per mile one 
way for the round trip; tickets to be sold 
from all points in the territory of the South- 
ern Passenger Association on October 15th 
and 25th, and November Ist and 8th, and to 
be of lion-clad signature form, limited to 
a continuous passage in each direction, with 
final limit ten days from date of sale. 

Similar rates have been allowed by the 
association to the first annual fall meeting 
of the Seuthern Amateur Athletic Union 
in New Orleans October 28th.

The home of the family is 1n Kirkwood, 
and since the murder the girl, Minnie, bas 
begged, her father continually to leave the 
house and go somewhere else. She said 
that she was afraid to sleep there at night. 
At about noon on Monday she took the cars, 
ostensibly to come to town on an errand, 
and when she did not return later on, it 
was supposed that she had simply yielded 
to her fears and ran away. The police were 
notified, and several officers spent the early 
part of the night in searching for her. 
the last trace of her that could be discov- 
ered was when she left the dummy cars 
and obtained a transfer to the electric 
line, Beyond this not the slightest clue 
could be discovered. 

Thus the case stood until almost moon 
yesterday, when Mr. Fagan learned in 
some manner, that the girl was at the 
house of a Mrs. Riggius on Fortune street. 
This woman’s maiden name was Mattie 
Daniels. She married a man named Marion 
Riggins, who is now in the Fulton county 
jail charged with cheating and swindling. 
Her mother lives at No. 44 Fortune, street, 
and she occupies a cottage not far away. 

As soon as Mr. Fagan received this news 
he went at onee to the house, forced his 
way in and found his daughter and a 
younger sister of Mrs. Riggins, named 

ouisa Daniels, who is a shop girl in this 
city. Mrs. Riggins herself was not to be 
seen. 

When sternly questioned by her father 
Minnie burst into tears and confessed that 
she and the Daniels girl had gone to the 
house in company with two men. The 
man she was with was named John CO. 
Williams, The other was named Crain. 

Ww illiams is a well-known horse trader 
and is a young man of about thirty. Ac- 
cording to the girl’s story they met the 
tio men in the course of the afternoon 
and went with them to the Riggins house. 
During the night Williams and Crain went 
away. For some reason, that has not been 
very satisfactorily explained, Mrs. Riggins 
went to her mother’s, Mrs. Daniels, early 
in the evening and stayed there all night 
leaving the girls and their compaions in pé®- 
session. Just before Mr. Fagan arrived, 
Williams had called again, but remained 
only a few moments. 

The father’s grief and rage may be im- 
agined. He brought his daughter at ance 
to the police station and asked what steps 
to take to punish the parties who had led 
the girl astray. He finally preferred a 
charge of seduction against Williams and 
Detectives Looney and Cason soon had 
him arrested and locked up. 

There will + naga b be a hearing in the 
case today. Mr. Fagan swears he will 
prosecute all parties concerned to the bit- 
ter end.

THE LITTLEFIELD CASE BEFORE HIM 


A Strong Effort to Secure the Pardon ofa 
Man Who Killed His Wife and Her 
:\Paramour—Other Capitol Notes. 


Should T. P. Littlefield be a free man? 

The governor has the question before 
him, 

Yesterday a strong array of legal talent, 
headed by Judge M. L. Mershon, of Bruns- 
wick, presented an application for the par- 
don of Littlefield, now a life convict; and 
they supported that application with elo- 
quent appeals for executive clemency. 

The petitions for pardon’ are numerously 
signed and are said to be very strong. But 
the attorneys representing the application 
acknowledge that there was no legal error 
in Littlefield’s conviction and that from a 
legal standpoint alone there is perhaps no 
ground upon which to expect a pardon. 

The case is a peculiar one. 

Littlefield was a hotel man at Jesup, who 
killed bis wife and a man, named McCall, 
her. paramour, having caught them in a 
position that left no doubt of their guilt. 
He was tried for the killing of his wife 
and the jury, despite the strong defense 
made, convicted him of murder in the first 
degree, with a recommendation to the 
merey of the court. Under that he was, 
of course, sentenced to the penitentiary for 
life, and he has served something over two 
years. His attorneys took an appeal to 
the supreme court, but stopped it, being 
convinced, as they say, that there was no 
legal error in the finding of the court. 

They ask now for the man’s release on 
the ground that to pardon him is the equit- 
able thing to do, and the petitions they pre- 
sent are as strong in signatures as such 


‘papers could well be. 


The only case before the governor is that 
of the killing of the wife. 

Littlefield’s statement, which is a part of 
the papers in the case, tells the story of the 
killing. He is a man, by the way, who has 
always borne a good reputation and so had 
his wife. McCall was a boarder at his 
hotel. He tells of his having suspected 
McCall's designs on his wife, and of how, 
on the day of the tragedy, these suspicious 
increased. He determined to watch for 
himself. With a pistol in his hand, he 
chose a point of vantage and then he found 
his worst fears realized. Jumping from his 
hiding place he first shot McCall. As the 
man rolled off the bed on which he had 
been lying, the enraged husband shot his 
wife, killing her instantly. He then shot 
McCall again and going down stairs found 
the night marshal, told what he had done 
and surrendered to the represeDtative of 
the law. 

Mrs. Littlefield was sixty-seven years old. 

If a pardon is granted Littlefield, it will 
be equivalent to saying that he had a right 
to kill his wife, will it not? 

Had he that right? 

The governor will have t answer the 
question. 


WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST 


showéfy weather prevailed over most of 
Georgia yesterday. Fair weather was. only 
reported in a few localities ‘uear the coast, as 
at Savannah. ‘Che heaviest twenty-four-hour 
rainfall in the state Was at Gainesville, nearly 
two iuches. Besides in Georgia, more or less 
rain bas fallen in nearly all the other states 
east of the Mississippi river excepting New 
York and the other northeastern states. 

West of the Mississippi river fair weather 
continues to reign.

Very hot weather continues in ‘Texas, 
and it also remains pretty warm in all other 
states between the Rockies and the Missis- 
sippi. In Texas thermometers again on yes 
terday rose abnormally high. One hundred 
degrees was reported at Palestine, 102 at 
San Antonio and 104 at Abilene. Much cool- 
er weather continues over the eastern half of 
the country than in the western half. Lynch- 
burg, with its maximum temperature yes- 
terday of only 64 degrees shows the greatest 
contrast.

The Consolidated Distributes $40,000 
in Wages Among Its Employes, 


SCALE OF WAGES NOT REDUCED 


During the Dul] Summer the Consolidated 
Made No Cut, but Maintained the 
Established Prices. 


money from any man’s point of view these 
half hard times. It makes a good many 
good-sized sums of money from the point of 
view of a great many men, when it is divi- 
ded up into monthly salaries and handed 
out to the street car conductors and motor- 
wen of the Cosolidated lines. 

Yesterday was the August pay day of 
this corporation, and over $10,000 was di- 
vided among the road employes. This 
amount is distributed monthly among the 
Consolidated emploxes, and in turn reaches 
the merchants and business men generally 
and is an important factor in sustaining 
Atlanta’s life and industry. 

The August pay of the employes was at 
at the same rate the road has been paying 
for months—the old established prices paid 
during dull seasons and flush seasons. This 
company made no reduction in its scale of 
wages on account of the financial situa- 
tion. 

It is stated by the road officials that the 
receipts of the Consolidated have fallen off 
heavily of late, and that the company, for 
the month of August, failed to earn its fixed 
charges by several thousand! dollars. Many 
steam roads of the country as well as thé 
street roads of the cities of the south have 
found it necessary to scale the wages. of 
employes, but the Consolidated made no 
reduction in the case of a single employe. 
The officers made every effort to avoid a 
reduction of the scale of wages paid by it. 
In some instances the amount of service 
furnished on certain lines has been reduced, 
and the company has cut off salaries here- 
tofore paid and those have found other em- 
ployment. 

The factory and machine shops of the 
Consolidated Company, which are located 
here, have given employment to some of the 
men who were taken from other work. 

It is said that the road’s receipts were 
especially short for the past month, but 
the ofticials believe that upon the return 
of the world’s fair visitors and the re- 
vival of business, the street railway busi- 
ness will also improve and a cut in wages 
will not be found necessary. 

When asked about these matters, one of 
the company’s officials stated that no con- 
ference had been held with any of the men 
employed by the company on the subject of 
wages, and that Mr. Hurt, whose duty it 
is to look after the finances of the company, 
had not seriously considered the necessity 
of a reduction, and wouid not do so until 
all other methods were exhausted. 

There is probably. not another street rail- 
road in Georgia, or in the adjoifiing states 
that is today paying the same seale of wages 
paid by the nsolidated Company, and 
yet this is the scale that was in vogue prior 
to and subsequent to the strike among 
some of the company’s employes, which oc- 
eurred ‘about eighteen months ago, and 
which resulted in a loss to the strikers 
only, all of them leaving the company’s

Mr. S. M. Inman always has a good au- 
dience when he talks about cotton. Here 
in Atlanta men in the same line of business 
accepted estimates and prophecies because 
they are always safe and conservalive, and 
because his good judgment and wide expe- 

yience in cotton entitle him to a hearing. 
In the north his sayings about the fleecy 
staple are authority. 

Mr. Inman has some interesting views 
about the present situation of cotton. Tle 
believes it is too e@ly yet to make an in- 
telligent estimate of the size of the crop, 
as there are too many factors that may 
yet throw up their heads to cut short the 
output. Frost is one of the most threat- 
ening of these. 

i In the matter of price, he sees cause for 
hope for the farmers. Several causes have 
contributed: to the present rise in price and 
these same causes may continue to get in 
their good work. As regards money for 
moving the crop he thinks that while it 
will not not be so easy as last season, it 
will be found, and the cotton will be mar- 
keted all right. 

Various estimates of damage to the crop 
have gone out to the press, and it is im- 
possible to say yey just what the extent of 
the damage really is. It is the same old 
game in which both sides are playing for 
lower and fifgher prices. 

Mr. Inman says: 

“The outlook for cotton is somewhat bet- 
ter than it was a month ago. At that time 
the general depression prevailing over the 
svorid and the large stock of cotton carried 
over from last season, together with the 
difficuity of obtaining money to move the 
crop, made the outlook very unpromising. 
Karly cotton was sold as low as 6 1-2 cents.

NEW YORK, September :2—In response to the strong 
American market of yesterday Liverpool so)d to Lan- 
cashire spinners some 10,000 bales of cotton and opened 
6rm at an advance of 2-6id in the arrival market. 
This advance was lost before the opening of our mar- 
ket, and the fina! closing is called barely steady at 1-6id 
decline from yesterday’s prices. Receipts at the ports 
today for the first time this season approach those of 
last year, being estimated at 12,000 bales, against 13,000 
Inst year, and the movement at the interior towns in 
the Mississippi valley also shows s decided iucrease, 
Memphis being estimated at 133 bales, against 18 bales 
a yearago. Under the influence of this disappointing 
reply from the foreign markets at the opening prices 
were &@10 points below those of last evening; and 
though the market had several minor rallies, the 
course of prices has been downward until the extreme 
decline showed a loss of 20 points, or $1 per bale from 
yesterday. The larger part of the selling has come 
from the south through the different commission houses 
and is accepted as indication of a freer movement 
of cotton to market. It is understood that The Dallas 
News joins with The Galveston News in advising the 
planters of Texas to take advantage of the advance 
and dispose of their cotton before the Atlantic states 
have an opportunity to supply the wants of Europe 
and the eastern spinners. About 60 per cent of the 
New Engirnd mills have resumed work. The other 40 
per cent appear to have such a stock of goods that it 
will be necessary for them to market a portion of their 
holdings before resuming operations. After the re- 
cent sharp advance a reaction is but natural, and it is 
felt by the trade that the future course of cotton will 
be determined by the volume of receipts and ecrep ac- 
counts. Olearing weather is reported over the cotton 
belt. The houses holding cotton for Texas shippers 
received yesterday instructivns to sell at once, though 
crop accounts trom this state show no improvement. 
From the lowest point of the day the market rallied 
some 10 points, but at the close of business the execu- 
tion of some selling orders for Liverpool account 
caused the market to elose 16 points below yesterday. 
There are many indications that the movement is on 
the increase, and that the marget requires fresh sup- 
port.

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Comes from the Old Works. 


THE CITY FINANCES ARE ALL RIGHT 


So Says the Third Member of the Finance 
Committee, the Other Two Members 
Being Out of the City. 


The final test of the new waterworks will 
not be made until City Engineer Clayton 
and Superintendent Richards return to the 
city from the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Waterworks’ Association, now in ses- 
gion in Milwaukee. 

And after that test is made the water- 
works will be turned over to the city for- 
mally. 

Since Sunday last the water supply of the 
city has been drawn from the old water- 
works and the difference in the pressure 
has been observed, not only by the firemen 
but by the people generally. There. has 
been vo flushing of sewers, neither has 
there been any sprinkling of lawns since 
Sunday, because the pressure from the old 
waterworks would not stand it. But 
within the next two days the pressure will 
be on again and the usual supply of water 
will be given. President Hillyer of the 
water board has been passing nearly every 
hour of the day at the waterworks since 
Monday watching the work as jt has been 
going on and ke is weil pleased with what 
he has seen. 

“It may have been noticed,” said he yes- 
terday. “that the water pressure in the 
city for the past few days has not been 
quite as strong as jt has been since the 
cry began to use the water from the new 
waterworks. ‘The cause of this is that “the 
representatives of the Hloily Manufacturing 
Company are now busy preparing the new 
engines for the final tests. To do this work 
i, nas been necessary to take down several 
jmportaunt parts of tbe hew egies So as 
to get at the valves aud make such adjust- 
weuts of these and possibly other parts as 
experience in working and using the cugines 
jur the past month or so has suggested 
‘he engines are exceedingly large and it 
is quite a heavy job to move or Ket at some 
vf tie inner parts of the engines. It Is 
trom this cause that the new engimes have 
been out of service and have not been pump- 
ing Water into the city Monday and Tues- 
day and a part of today. Tor this reason 
toe city has had to depend entirely upon the 
old waterworks during that time.” 

“Refore We made the change, however,” 
coutinued the president of the water board, 
‘we gave the tire department notice and 
that was given last Saturday. We gave 
the departwent the notice so that proper 
precautions migh be taken in view of the 
difference in pressure that was to be ex- 
nected by the change. ‘The new engines, it 
is expected, will be ready for the final test 
by the time City [engineer Clayton and 
Superintendent of the Waterworks Rich- 
ards return from the national convention 
of the American Waterworks’ Association. 
The final test, ir may be said, will be made 
anyhow within the next tem days or two 
weeks and the engines and the works will 
will then be turned over to the city as its 
property fully. At all events. the new 
engines will commence working again to- 
morrow and will pump water into the city 
as usual, an’ before noon the people who 
use water «: 1 notice the difference in the 
pressure at once. 

“Our people,” President Hillyer went on, 
“have more and more cause to be_proud of 
the new waterworks. Men have been 
lately sent here from the water departments 


of the cities of Providence and of Phila-. 


delphia to inspect the plant, more espec- 
jally the very skillful and = satisfactory 
method of filtering. It {s only a few weeks 
since a large delegation from the common 
council and citizens of Youngstown, O., 
was here on the same errand. They all 
gave the plant the ‘highest praise. Our 
board of water commissioners, in common 
With the citizens generally, greatly con- 
gratulate themselves: on the result. Of 
course the board of water commissioners 
are especially proud of the fact that the 
work has been done not only with this good 
degree of skill. but with such a great de 
gree of economy. All experts who have 
visited the works when asked, without 
knowing the actual figures, to make an esti- 
Thate on the cost, having put it. none less 
than $1,250,000, and some as high as $2,- 
000.000. It has in point of fact cost less 
that $750.000. When these visitors hear 
these facts they always express astonish- 
ment. The truth is the city got the bot- 
tom figure on The work, and every part of 
it. Pure water, pure air, and honest gov- 
ernment are the ,true foundations of At- 
lanta’s present, as well as future great- 
ness.”’

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Three Countrymen Tried Before Judge 
Haley Yesterday Morning 


FOR MAKING UNCLE SAM'S MONEY 


The Imitations Were Nearly Perfect, 
They Were Brought from Daniels- 
ville, Ga., Last Monday Night. 


Three prisoners, James Vaughn, a mid- 
die aged man, and his two confederates, 
C. RR. Anglin and M. P. Matthews, 
slept behind the bars of Fulton county 
jail last night. 

They were charged with the crime of 
counterfeiting Uncle Sam’s money and the 
clever manper in which they executed their 
work was a matter of surprise and inter- 
est to those who saw the glittering pieces 
of silver in the courtroom of the United 
States commissioner yesterday morming. 

“It is the finest piece of work I ever 
saw,’ remarked Judge Gaston, as he picked 
up one of the coins and examined it careful- 
ly. A look of admiration spread over his 
countenance for a moment, as he noticed 
the exact imitation of the American eagle, 
as genuine as if it had just come from the 
mint. “‘l have seen a lot of counterfeit 
money, but this certainly caps the climax.” 

With that he let the piece of money fall 
on the table. It fell with a dull metallic 
ring which satisfied the ear beyond a 
doubt that the coin was A fraudulent one. 
A number of these coins were spread out 
on the table in front of the (judge and all 
of them were of the same metal and came 
apparently from the same lot of molds. 

The countrymen—for such they were to 
all appearances--seemed to be perfectly un- 
concerned. They had the appearance of 
being absolutely innocent of the charge 
or they were so hardened in their practice 
of vice as to give it the borrowed guise 
of virtue. There were only a few persons 
in the courtroom at the time of the trial 
yesterday morning. 

The prisoners were brought to the city 
Monday night by Deputy Marshals Camp- 
bell and Elder. 

The men had been arrested by. Marshal 
McCurdy, of Danielsville, Ga., and the 
deputies were dispatched to that place 
for the purpose of bringing them to At 
lanta.

The counterfeiters were at Madison coun- 
ty court last week for the purpose of trad- 
ing horses,

The attention of the marshal was called 
to-the conduct of the three countrymen, 
wlio appeared to have an abundance of 
pocket money at a time when sheckles were 
scarce. One, of the bystanders in the 
crowd was the first to become suspicious. 

It was stated by the marshal’s informant 
that the countrymen were hanJfing money 
that appeared to be too bright for the gen- 
uine article. Whenever they made a pur- 
chase at any of the stores,- however small 
or inconsiderate the article bought, they 
would pull out one of their bogus Jollars 
and put the change in another pocket. By 
all odds they appeared to be the richest 
men in the county and yet they were com- 
paritively unknown to those who for a 
number of years had been jn the habit of 
uttending court. 

Acting on this information, the marshal 
determined to keep his eye on the men. 
He called an ally to his assistance und the 
counterieiters were spotted for the rest of 
the day. After dinner it was observed 
that the countrymen were taking a little 
too much of the “over jofhule”’ ‘Swis was 
fatal, of course, to the keeping of their 
little secPet and enough evidence was dis- 
closed tu reveal the true character of the 
countrymen. 

Warrants were ordered for their arrest 
and they were placed in jail in Madison 
county.As soon as the information could 
reach Atlanta deputies were sent with the 
proper wuthoriiy to make the arrest and 
bring the cvunterteiters to this city.

In ex- 
changing horses they offerr’ povr ones tor 
godt ones with a lot of their muney added 
to wake up for the difference, while they 
bought from the different stores with the 
purpose of getting their money chunged 
into smaller pieces of genuine siiver. : 

This is the story in the main as it was 
prought out in the evidence before Judge 
Gaston yesterday. 

After hearing a!l the facts in the case 
the judge decided that he was authorized in 
holding them fog further investigation. 
They were acvordiugly ordered to give 
bond in the sum of $1,00U0 each, and not 

3,000, as stated in the afternoow paper. 

Thies they were not able to do, and in 
lieu of a bond for that amount they were 
forced to go to jail. 

The circumstances of the case make it 
one of unusual ipterest and the trial be- 
fore Judge Newman will be full of  inter- 
esting disclosures,

BUT HE HAS A JUICY PLUM NOW 


The Minister to Bolivia Was Non Per- 
sona. Grata Here—How Will It 
Be There? 


‘Mr. Cleveland’s foreign ministers will 
have a very picturesque addition in Charles 
Hi. J. Taylor, the colored diplomatist. 

Minister Taylor has been there before— 
that js not to Bolivia, exactly, but he once 
perambulated up and down the marble hall- 
ways of the official court’ in Liberia and 
hung his shingle out in front of the Amer- 
ican legation. He was at home there, as 
the climate was congenial and the people 
were of his own color. When he gets down 
into the mountains of Bolivia he may feel 
less at home than when among the dark 
skins of Africa, but his diplomatic experi- 
erice will stand him in good stead. 

Taylor was once a prominent member of 
Atlanta’s colored society. He made quite 
am interesting debut by throwing out hig 
sign as an attorney and getting himself ad- 
vertised as the first and only colored law- 
yer this city has ever had. 

He was not hailed as a prophet by his 
own people here. The Pledgers, the Jack- 
son McHenries, the C. C. Wimbishes and 
the Smith Kasleys said he was too fresh, 
but they were republicans. ‘Taylor run 
with them awhile, but after a bit a little 
cold wave struck the feelings that existed 
between them and they proceeded to make 
it “hot for him,’ in the phraseology of 
Smith Easley. Jasley says Taylor tried 
to meddle with the affairs of the Atlanta 
negroes and they tabooed him. He was 
ostracised by their society, Smith says, and 
had to leave in self defense. 

Yesterday Easley, who is an appointee of 
the Harrison fadministration holding over, 
gave his opinion about Taylor’s appoint- 
ment, 

“Personally,” said he, “Taylor is a nin- 
compoop. I don’t like him. But I’m glad 
of his appointment, because he is a negro— 
because he is a _representative—a represen- 
tative of—of—of”’ 

“Of the negro race?” said the reporter. 

“No, sir,” said Smith, ‘no, sir, he’s not 
a representative of the negroes. He’s a 
representative of—of the negro democratic 
office holder. I'm glad he got jt on that 
score. And then it’s a recognition of the 
negro. We run Taylor out of town for 
meddling with our society, but I’m glad he 
was appointed all the time. Ill tell you 
Cleveland is a brick, and he is entitled to 
creat applause.” 

C. C. Wimbish said that he considered the 
appointment a good one. He liked Taylor 
and was pleased to see that Cleveland was 
recognizing his race. He had appointed 
Astwood, of New York, and a negro from 
Alabama to good places. 

Jackson McHenry was not so soft in his 
comments. 

“T ain't got nothin’ to say ‘bout the 
’p’intment of no democrat niggers,’ he went 
out and came back to remark. “I'd ruther 
see Taylor get it. than Mose Bently or 
Nick Holmes. He come out an’ said he 
was for Cleveland ’fore the “lection.” 

A White Mepublic. 

The country to which Taylor will go as 
minister resident and consul general is 
one of the most advanced of South Amer- 
ican republics. Hon. W. L. Scruggs, who 
has served in the capacity of minister in 
several of the South American countries, 
and who has traveled in sections of that 
country, talks most interestingly of Bolivia. 

“Bolivia,” said he, “is peopled by a most 
intelligent and highly educated people. The 
society there is equal to the very best here. 
While touring there I met as many court- 
ly, gallant and polite men as I have ever 
met elsewhere. The aristocracy are high- 
ly cultured and many of them were educa- 
ted in Europe. Among the men I found 
graduates of Yale and Harvard. 

The population of Bolivia is about three 
millions. La Pas is the capital. It is an 
interior town of 30,000 and can only be 
reached after a long journey through the 
countrfe Lhe whites rule the government 
just as they do here. The negroes belong 
to the lower classes of society and but few 
of them live in the cities. They prefer the 
river bottoms, where coffee is raised. 

“The negro element constitutes about one- 
half of Bolivia’s population, but they are 
little known in politics. All of the high 
offices are held by white men. The coun- 
try is revolutionary, of course, but the men 
in politics are very elegant gentlemen most 
of them. The society of La Pas -is de- 
lightful; no better can be found anywhere. 
The color line is drawn there just as dis- 
tinctly as it is in New York, Boston, 
Washington or Atlanta. 

“The duties of a minister there are not 


so onerous as some of the South American 


countries on account of Bolivia’s remoteness 
from water transportation facilities. The 
exports are principally coffee, dye woods and 
hides. We send a good quantity of goods 
there, however.” 

Mr. Scruggs is too good a diplomat to 
talk for the present about the social treat- 
ment Taylor will receive at the hands of 
the. Bolivians. Taylor will have a long, 
hard journey before him before he gets a 
glimpse of his new home. Immediately 
upon his arrival he notifies the president, 
through the secretary of state, or minister 
of foreign affairs, that he is the accredited 
representative of the United States and 
bears credentials from Mr. Cleveland, which 
he would like to present to his excelleacy 
at his earliest convenience. Little time is 
lost about those matters and in a few hours 
he will tind himself being ushered into the 
oftice of the president by the assistant sec- 
retary of state. All of the cabinet officials 
will gather around to receive the distin- 
guished foreign minister who will proceed 
tu make a speech in English, which no one 
understands, and the president wil reply in 
Spanish, which everybody understands— 
except Mr. Taylor. 

Pretty soon after that the agony will be 
over. It will be quite the proper thing for 
Mr. Taylor to cail on the other foreign 
ministers after that, beginning with the 
oldest. Then he settles down to business. 
It is a question to be settled after he ar- 
rives whether he wiil receive social recogn)- 
tion or not. A gentleman who has traveled 
extensively in South America said yester- 
day that Taylor will be snubbed by the so- 
ciety there. Of course, he will be recoz- 
nized at all official fetes, but at the tea 
parties and other social functions of the 
aristocracy, with whom his official position 
entitles him to associate, will forget that 
he is in the city. 

The position to which Tayior has been 
appointed is worth $5,000 per annum. It 
was formerly held by Mr. Adams, of Mas- 
sachusetts.

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Officers Bethea, Patterson and Bowie 


Discharged Yesterday. 
THOMPSON LET OFF WITH SUSPENSION 


Result of the Failure to Arrest Burglar 
Ellis and the Subsequent Fairy 
Story Told About It. 


L. S. Bethea, G. W. Patterson and R. 
T. Bowie are no longer members of the 
Atlanta police force, and jt will be a month 
before Officer H. A, Thompson again dons 
his blue and brass. : 

This is the final chapter of the story of 
the escape of the burglar, “Pleas” Ellis, 
fully. told some days ago in The Constitu- 
tion. 

The four men were sent to make the 
arrest. Ellis leaped out of a window and 
they agreed to report that they had not 
found him. ITllis’s old father gave the facts 
away to a detective. The men were tem- 
porarily suspended and the case came up 
for hearing before a special meeting of the 
police commissioners yesterday afternoon. 

The witnesses examined were old man 
Ellis and the superior officers to whom the 
policemen had miade their fictitious report. 
The result was as sgtated—three absolute 
dismissals and one thirty-day suspension. 

The exception in Thompson’s favor was 
a great surprise to the force. Bethea was 
foredoomed, for he jt was, according to the 
evidence, who had suggested the ruse, but 
it was supposed that if any mercy was 
shown it would be on Bowie, who was an 
old soldier and who had made a clean 
breast when cornered by the chief. His 
heat fell, however, and Thompson was the 
lucky man. 

Supernumerary B. T. Wilson will take the 
place of Bowie on the morning watch. and 
J. T. Lomery and W. H. Turner will re 
place Bethea and Patterson on day duty. 

After these cases were disposed of, that 
of Officer George Harper, charged with 
using his pistol unnecessarily in arresting 
a prisoner some time ago near the Georgia 
rallroad shops. The case is well remember- 
ed. Harper fired at his man and acciden- 
tally wounded an old negro—a bystander. 
After hearing the evidence, the officer was 
acquitted. As a warning, however, an or- 
der passed on July 6th, was ordered posted. 
It was passed in the case of Mr. Eddleman, 
charged with unwarranted use of his pistol 
in the arrest of a negro named Ray. and 
cautioned the men that a repetition of the 
offense would be insisted by “the condigned 
punishment of the board.”
